'» THE COURAGE CP CNIS COHVIGTICHS " 

A month or so ago I was asksd to speak to a alrge {Troup of teen age folk, all o. 
whom I percieved on arrival v/cre the very modern hippie type at least j.n appeeau. 
ance, which after all one must never judge by in dealing with human beings. 


Frankly they'were very attentive, and responded q;uickly to the various little 
humerous anecdotes, to lighten the talk . The questions which followed were 
of a very high standard and unexpectedly unusual co -ering a very wide scope of 
the subject . , obviously these young fokk had been thinking deep and apparently 
they do so in most things. 

The whole affair was appai’ent that it left the Editor in no doubt as to their 
sincerity. They v/ero opneply and brutally fianlc. there v/as no sham or prentecne 
about what they did or v/anted to know, their attitudes to, convention were as 
is understood around the world , completely at 'war , teir views on the establish 
ment as v/o call it v/ould horrify, most, and their ai/titudes to morals and ethis 
of tne Church . would be classed.as ungodlike, yet underneath it all there was 
this factor of a sense of freedan. which amid all the seeming contradictions to 
our general way of life, seemed to su ggest that thc-so young folk in their cour¬ 
age of their convictions had found something whi'ch v/e had missed along the path 
hard tod;fine . yot it was there, a freedom from oil the sham and pretence, 
from all the hypocracy of our way of life. They had dug deep into the teachings 
of the Church and foun.d it terribly wanting . and casting away or the glitter 
and the pomp and the many rites v/hich had been plastered on to it. found some 
of the pristine truths aiTd were striving to find God in a way some of us w'culd 
never had thh courgae to even dare to try. Their idea of God would be hard to 
understand by any whc had not followed along their ath . 


So much for these, at least they had proved that v/Iiether their conviction were 
right or worng , at least they had the courage to stand against formidable odds 
and declare them so . j^nd more aro follov.dng their way of thinking than v;e imagine. 

^ifew nights later. I adiressed a well knowm group of business people, who v/crk 
as an organisation far the bor-sfit of manlcind. The subject was the same.. 

They Started off with a magnificent dinner, and laced v/ith various liquors, 
after sat down to listen to mo. The objects of this group is to bring fellowship 
among themselves of a brotherly haturo and to assist in general. mank.ind. 

Among them v/ere very educated men . all were business men . yet none of them 
really took the subject honestly seriously, despito a form of poilte vote of 
thanks etc etc. they all ^-ibed one another very imich on the back . a great deal 
of friendly humor went on. and they all appeared to be very closoly tied by ithe 
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bonds of the group to which they belonged to work in service for others. 

Yet looking around as I did. I knew one or two of therr. j more personally than 
othersf and I mused at the hypocracy of it. for knowing tomorrow they would be 
out there fighting tooth and nail tobeat one another on the commercial or 
economic market. One man I knew was sporting arovind vdth another mans wife. 
Another I knew a f ew years back to be a homosoxual and to my khowledge still 
wM. This was only a few , what of others I had no knowledge of. All the pre¬ 
tence and sham and hypocracy . and I thought of the young hippes. they condemn 
the cries of horror and condemnation against them by the so called establislmiant 
and wondered who of the two'are rea ly'the most genuine. 

Very interesting as the T.'V. comic says, but what the heck has all this to do 
woth UPOs. simply this. Lets apply’othis same test to our attitudes toward the 
U70 Mbaot mpd the whole ganut of what it means* Jxtst hoe gemiine a helieer a 
ara TQU* TT la your belief a fDee eham and pvetenee* or does it esily go so 

as long as it does not disturb your social status, or . your living up to the 
Jonsos' ? If you had to take a stand against opposition, how much would you 
by prepared to stand for. What say the Governmant stepped in and tried to close 
you up . or make it awk\7ard for you tocarry on yom’ business, or the so called 
three men in Black starxed their nast work of making things horrible happen or 
scaring you or your family. . WOuld you bo as one man put it. " I didn't mind 
it when it only happened to me , but when it started happen to my wife and 
kids, it was time to draw a line What say it became an issue . of divorce ? 

I know some who have faced this. 

One ather thing; which a lot of folk are UFO fans fidn themselves face with is 
the fact that q^uite often much that is found is quitecontrary to scientific s 
stzuidars of acceptance, and this bogglas some , especially those wno want to 
remain scinntific an d fear being called naraos by their colleagues if they dare 
to go out on a 1 imb on some UPO event .

sions which have there natural result in everj'- way of our life. 


I dare to predict that we will never find an:/ ansv/or tp the UPO problem until 
we free from these fears and frustrations, and it vdll be somecne who so 
frees hinself from them and looks at the subject quite impartially and v/itliout a 
thought of what man may think of hi© or cares little v/hat they will do to him

Th electro- magnetic radiation from the sun is responsible for the ionosprlep^ 
in our upper atmosphere.. This comes obout vrhen the,Ga^5 atoms in the ioviospliere 
lose electrons or protonsand these at’>ms then heccme f'lctrieaily charged-or ici. • 
ised.Each atom is composed of electrons , withe a negative chargeand pre-fcons wi,cli 
a positove chargejthe electrons re\>-ol-'-ing around the nucleus of px'oto .s, Vdien 
the electrical charges = are'b-aiancfed the atom is electrically neutial. 

,The hi^ speed particles fr.'m thy.duii an colliding vdth an atom ca;i knoct- ou'i; 
an electron , ^nd when an atom so loses and electron it becomes ionised. The- 
for an atom minus one or more electronswiil carry a positive charge . Bxaebly 
the same thing-happens with- protons in the atomic nucle-us ,. and an atom miirus 
one or more protons carries a negative charge.', 

Thebe'free electrons and protons can also ho cap-tured by ^toms » whex-oupo-n an¬ 
atom with one or more extra electrons carryla negative chargej and ’vvith one oi' 
more added: added'.protons v/ill carry , a positive charge. 

That is how-the earths ionosphere i-s formed, obviously being ih reciept of the 
sun's electro - magnetic spectrum, -fcbis layer is under continual bombardment . 

It is this layer'which r’cElocts radio v/aves . around the Earth. Storms on the 
Sun vVill cause holes to form.in it,' allov/ing radio signals to pass thx.'ough , 
this explains why radio coiamuni cat ions are-'s.'jmetimcs blacked outduring solar 
flares and sunsspot activity. This electrically charged layer with its reul-Ga,nt 
'ncarnctic fields, is in a cojxstant tote-sc:' g',’ . 

Whenever an elce-fcrically charge particre moves, it becomes iruefffee-d, 

not surrounded by its ovm magnetic field. In Spacojif - it moves. i»-'-o a.'ma£3ie-vic;.

From this, 50 years ago, Carl Stormer, q Norwegian physicist, deduced the exi 
istance of v/hat was only recently found to be the- lower Van Allen'Belts. ' . • 

In this Belt, -^charged particles from the sun hecojne trapped in the Earth's mag^' 
netic field. Eachparticle then moves ih a spiral path ai’ound a line of magnetic 
force tov/ard one of the Poles. Asit a. proaches the Pole it slows dov/n . tho 
spiral tightening like a compressed sphing . Then i-i. reverses its path tovmrd 
the other Pole , and so moves oontinually to and fro he'bv.'hen the Pol.os. 
Simultaneously -there is an East to Vi/est drift if a proton . or Wes-i t.o East 
drift of an electron . Bee .use of this dri.t -thoro .is a circulating electric ■ 

current in each of the tvm Va.i Allen Belts, each surro-onded by its own .inaguotffie -- 
field. • .. 

The magnetometer used to measure the strength of magentis fields uses tM& xx 
principle .. Water ina bottle is surro-unded by a coppcir -coil and when an elec'. - • 
trie current is passed through the coll it becomos a Aiagent . The protons in ' . 
the Hydrogen component of wator beceme tiixy olectro- magnets,.which then line'' 
up so that'the axis around which they spin is'at right angles to the Earth's ' ' 
magnetic field . When the cxirrent is S7/itched off tho prttons are f:'eed aiid move 
under the influence of the terrestrial magnetic field, and begin to vxobble like 
a spinning top. The stronger the magnetic field acting on'them, the faster they 
wobble . The protons ovm magentic field movos with, them ai'id moving across the 
copper coil causes a v/ed-- 'induced current to flow tin’ough it.

In June’ 19^9 j V*'eher‘ of Princeton Univerist;/ detected ex ra terrestrial gravity 
waves, as always this was greeted with tho usuaJ. scepticism hy the Scientific 
establishment . However, accumulated data over the "past 1B months has convinced 
many scientists of the validity of V/eher’s olairnsj 

The existence of extraterrestrial gravity waves is in agreement with Sinstdins 
general theory of Relativity . Wehcr claims that his data suggests that .the 
origin of the v/avos lies in the direction of the galatic centre . However he 
foes not rule out the possibility of cosmic gravity waves being recioved through 
the Galactic centre. At a m.octing of the Intei*nation Astrenomors Union in 
England last September, Dr. Jolly of Harwoll. pointed out that if extra- terres¬ 
trial gravity waves were being recieved, they should be acetmanied by bursts of 
radiowaves. Five widely separated stations in Great Britain are scanning the 
Galactic centre on the 1b0 MHz hand . So far at three stations 5 separate events 
have turned up, including some multiple hursts of unlmown origin . 

Of course, mueda more data v/ill have to- he recioved before the astronomical es- 
tahlisiiment will accept Yi/eher’s claims. 

The existance of extra terrestrial gravity waves v/ould he further substraitiation 
of tho claims that UFOs use xtr.a terrestrial gravity and magnetic wavess as a 
source of motive power. It also underlines tho fact yet again that our -cncv/ledge 
of these waves is .still in its infancy, and ^ that remarkable discoveries in these 
fields could literally turr ':p at any time. 


To amny if us it is puzzling vhiy UFOs seem to have an affinity for gee logical un¬ 
stable areas. For semp years now there have been reprots from all over tho world 
of sightings in areas suhjo cted to earthquakes oitbior just before or afterorevon 
during the event .

Those magnetic anomolies could be caused bytemperataue and pressure • Pressiire 
could casue a rise in temperature 9 v/hich in turn would ionise any gas present 
deep in the earth 9 such as water vapour or sulphur lonisa^tion would cause any 
electric current • which would create its own magnetic field o 

Incidentally there is an area in the South West corner ofWcistern Auf sr-ilia * 
where we net only have earthquakes and consistant lii^C reports 9 but Iso theoo- 
cult phenomena in the form of Poltorgoistic activity. This has been reported 
as showers of stones falling 6 n the rooves of houses from no apparent source. 
Despite didligent researeg both by the local inhabitants and the policoo no rea. .. 
was found for the occuranece nor explanation. It would be very interesting to 
find out if there v/ere any gravitic or magnetic aniomolios in the area. 

Tho magnetic fieldsuri’ounding an oloctric magnet is caused by the flow of gIgc- 
tric current^ and the treostrial magnetic fields are caused in the s<ime v/ay. 

We have currents inside the Earth and calso in its atmosphere.

C.Fe Pllillips in 19^9 True Report on Plying Saucers .. has postualied o- theoret¬ 
ical propulsion system for a flying disc . in the classic flying suacer reold . 

His systen was magnetism and electricity supply to provide the energy iieoCed. to 
pov/er a disc able to emulate tho speed and gj^orations cf the UPOs. He utilisos 
present day knowledge of cryogeiiics 9 atom paricle acceleration and super conduct¬ 
ing fields to propound his th-:jory . 

An electric current is a closed wire loop . at cryogenic temperaturOvS, once 
started will continue to flov/ a;s long as tho coolant romains sufficiently cold. 
Liquid Helium is usually the coolant preferred 9 as tho wire is very light* w 
v/cigit is no problem 9 and so very powerful electromagnets. ca.n be set up with the 
fonsequent production cf extromolypowerful magnetic fields. 

Briefly his machine would be powered by ions travelling around atub*^- in the cir¬ 
cumference of the disc 9 the tube being surro unded by a super conducting current 
using liquid Helium as the regrigerant 9 and the resultnat magnetic fi<:ld to con¬ 
trol tho flow of ions. :

Using Einsteins theory —Energy equals mass i\ es. the 
spGGf.i. of light squared( S = Me •) the poT/cr to di’ive ^.he craft would 
obviously out of this v/orld# 


Fringe benefits would be the utilization of the crafts magnetic fic’d, to aoi 
as a shiled against radiation in sj^ace , to obciatn heating of cra-^;' in tbv.- 
re-entry into a planetary atmosphere , and also to overcome the c - /^airUiiicatj 
balckout now associated v/ith■ re-entry • 


Whether the production of such a craft is foasiblo or not is another matt or « 
but the theoretical possibility is v.mthout doubt .

TJhis was the theory in 1952 9 and the recent discovGries in raagnetohydrodynBoiics 
( MED) would certainly give ^ooo validity to the 3rd projjerty menti n.cd « 

The many UFO reports of discs v/ith a central cabin and rotating oute r ring v/ 
would fulfil the foregoing qualities. The- collapsirig fiel d pressing ^.hrough 
the surrounding metal lie ring, would induce an elec trie current reacting vlth 
the magnetic field inducing it. and so produce a feme with a vertical lift o 
The rotation of the outer ring may be a deliberate ^ or caused by ' eledtrons 
dx-ag die to the electric current circulating around tho disc. ^ production of 
electrons being caused by ionisation of air surrounding the disc. 

Vfhen a disc is accelerating upward a greater force vluld be. necessary and there 
would be a greater circulatory current . If the current is sufficiently strong 
or the cooling of the disc inefficient, it could. beocme red and even white hot. 
in line v/ith the roporte-i rbservations, also under certain operating: conditions 
a high voltage maybe built up between the cenire ■ and the rim of the ainc v/hich 
could cause a corona discharge , giving rise ti lights similar tc th^ north ern 
li.g..lc or auroraf but v/hich would be much more intense. Hera v;e have a logical 
edplceiation for tho colored lights often reported in UFC sightiligSo 
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V/iiile nothing further seems to have come from Smiths 1952 theori 3 in UPO pro¬ 
pulsion , two facts stand out very clearly .

books on UFO investigations, and just how little hf this information has been

It is quite obvious thta is any such research has been carried out , the lus 
would be most certainly classified, and not released in any way to tho geiiOV 
public. 

Vi' owe a great deal to these early researchers, \i'ho continued their enquiric 
in the ridicule and abuse from the general public, the press and official dc"-! 
may we yet see their fortitude and quest for knowledge rev>farded , -n the sop 
ing of this strange and wonderful enigma. .

Previous theories for the evolution of our solar system v/ere developed in ignor¬ 
ance of Venus' baciervard rotation .

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GHOST I M A G g 

In our. last issue "Mirror in the Sky" we dealt with the visible 
spectrum and reflection* 

Reflections can arid doe^ pl^Y important role in the il!?usionary 
effects that theatre and movie producers use to create "Ghosts" 
or "Shos t "Images". Cc a it also then be possible to see theses 
without v^any apparent cause directly visible to the eye? 

How many of you have seen "Ghost Photographs"? Think not only o 
the image but of the rest of the photo and see if you can rememb 
any of the following: a mirror, window or sheet of glassj water 
any fornif or any bright sur*face that can reflect light. 

We have of course certsin laws concerned with these effects and 
reflection once again plays an important role. 

REFR/.CTION is also a factor to consider when we explore these effect 
of phenomena. Refr. ^tion is when a ray of light passes through one 
medium to another of the same density and in a straigh t line. No 
alteration of its course takes place, but if the light pa.sses in an 
oblique direction, its course is broken or refracted. <Bent back 
from its natural path), and to this branch of optics the name of 
"Dioptrics" has been given. The bending of the ray is governed by 
lav:3 called "Descartes Laws". 

Firstly, whatever the obliquity of the incident ray, the sine of the 
incident angle and the sine of the' angle of refraction are in a 
constant ratio for the same two media, but vary v;ith different media 

Secondly, the incident and the refracted rays are in the same plane 
which is perpendicular to the surface separating the two media. 

This may be seen by placing a knitting needle or other long object 
in water at an angle and trying to hit the end in the water with 
another similar object.

As you will see it is easy to obtain an image of just about any 
object by reflection and refraction, and in the case of the. , - 

suspended image it is even morr^ realistic brought about by the 
fact that the suspended image can cast a shadow, thereby makingit 
appear solid. 

Once again I do not ridicule anyone, and how these images appear to 
people in various places is beyond me, but I do know how they can 
be made by mankind and put into very good effect. 

I would be more than interested to he,ar your.Ghost Stpry with as 
many details as possible, but please make sure that you have not 
seen a mirage. - As did, hundreds of people in Longfellow’s poem . • 
"Phantom Ship” 'which was seen floating upside; down in the skyi. 

I have seen many "Ghost Photographs” that have been, I have been 
told, examined by experts at film laboratories to see.if the 
negative has been double exposed or otherwise tampered with. Most 
times the term "no explanation" can be given or in, in newspaper 
headlines "Experts Z ed". This may well' be ±he case but there 

are distinct possibilities that can cause.these images to appear on 
p negative although the shutter- bn the camera has only been used 
cnce for the exposure. . . 

Firstly, remember that no camera is necessary to provice a 
photograph. Any shoe box of* ordinary room can be used as a camera 
giving a photograph at least as sharp and clear as any ghost photo¬ 
graph I have seen, and any number of ghosts may be seen at one 
time on the photo. The poeple involved may do this unbeknown to 
each other. So here the possibility arises that^ although a photon- 
graph was made showing, lets say, five people -^p¥§ple and 
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one ghost image will appear on the film, and each of the five will 
swear that only five people and the photographer were present. 

It will be seen by the sketch how this is possible to make a photr-^ 
graph, and at the same time put yourself in the picture as a ghost;* 
This can be defined even further with a good quality camera.

Have someone do the moving around 
outside in full light and you have the same effect as a camera. 

Develop all materials immediately to prevent a fog on the film 
appearing caused by any stray light. 

Use a camera on time exposure and we. can obtain a clearer picture 
that has not of course been tampered with, using the above methods 
of moving in and out of camera range. Therefore it is possible 
to obtain this effect using a box tupe camera, taking a photograph 
of someone but no noticing perhaps a small hole in the body or 
back of the camera body. Allowing a second object to be projected 
onto the film. It dc^>3 not have to be ahole^ A camera, not closed 
properly may also admit a small ray of light to be reflected from 
the back of the lens of the film. 

Light is a fascinating subject with no end of possibilities. 

Mankind is in no way the master of this medium but researchers all 
over the world still experiment and explore. Laser beams being 
of prime interest through v/hich we can pass television channels, 
radio aind telecommunications. 

To see a "Ghost" light must be present in some form, whether it 
be reflected, refracted, flourescent or phosphorescent. With so 
many reports on wh^ 1 people see it is interesting to note that 
our small "visible spectrum" produces so many varied phenomena, 

Ulat then is happening in the invisible spectrums of ultra voilet 
and infra-red.

Radio Astronomers are con'erned with all aspects of the Electro- magnetic spec¬ 
trum recieved from the stars, not merely radio waves which is is only a relative¬ 
ly very naoorw band. 

The crucial point is that this particular band is a deadspot through which eleo 
tro-magnetic radiations do not appear to go either in or out. 

My authority for this fact ,came from the W.E.A. lectures in Space Rosearch whi 
I attended in the Winter of 1970. The lecturer who quoted this fact is a membei’ 
of the physics faculty of Adelaide Univeristy. He is a radio astronomer of som 
note; and was. and still is connected with research in this field, for the Uni- 
veristy in conjunetion with the W.R.E and N.A.S.A. Unfortunetly I have no re¬ 
cord of his name. 

These back room boys incidentally are very reticent , and the genreal public has 
no conception of their stature in this particular field of research, and the re¬ 
gard in which they are held throughout the world by radio astronomeio in other 
countries.

The hotter a body is. the stronger the infra-red radiation . 

He chose a 35nim single lens reflex camera and a 300mm, telephotolens, to 'which 
he added tv/o converters* giving a total focal Strength oflPOOmm. 

A solid rock—steady tripod v/as used and shots v/ere made only when there v/ere no 
cars passing . 

The objects recorded very strongly on the infra-red film , indicating high re¬ 
lative temperature. 

The job was successful but the shots did not identify the objects. 

The paer here gives a picture of throe objects in the sky which are round with 
the caption 

Three mystery lights seemingly in formation a,s captured by the photographer Ted 
He mderson on infra-red color folm recicrf-ty . Most of the detail has been lost 
in the transition to blac’c and wliite .
